Today m any schools have May-day fes­ 
tivals in 
which 
gay 
costumes,

flow^ers and dancing complete a most col­ 
orful picture. M ay is marked by few' im­ 
portant historical anniversaries, compared 
to other months, and few holidays.

V irtu ally unheard 
of 
until after the 
world war, the word “ totalitarian’’ came 
into general use with the establishment 
of the fascist government by Benito aM us- 
solini. 
Both fascist Italy and nazi G er­ 
many are considered totalitarian stales. 
W liile inlerpretalions 
of 
“ totalitarian 
states” differ as mucli as definitions of 
democracy, thc‘ undei-lying idea goes l)ack 
to the Latin 
tcitus, ’ meaning all. 
In a 
totalitarian state, all the acli\'ities of Us 
citizens are brought 
under 
ccnti’alized 
government conti-ol. 
The state and the 
cunti’olling 
parly 
are 
insejiarable. 
and 
there is only one political party. 
This 
system is the 
antithesis 
of the plural- 
party setup of democratic countries. 
The foreign Policy association thus de­ 
fines 
totalitai'ian state:” “ For the plur­ 
alism 
0Í 
the 
modern 
democi'alic state, 
wh(u*e tlie government is only one of sev­ 
eral groups which have the individuaTs 
allegiance, fascism 
has 
substituted the 
totalitarian state, wdiich embraces all the 
activities of individuals and subordinates 
them to national ends.” 
The economic 
man in a totalitarian state is not an indi­ 
vidual competing with other individuals 
but “ a member of the stale to w'hich he 
ow’es economic allegiance.” 


A high Italian official defines this type 
of government as “ a state of truly sover­ 
eign authority w'hich dominates all the 
foj’ces of the counti’y. 
It is in constant 
contact with 
the masses, 
guiding their 
their sentimenls. 
educating 
them 
and 
looking after their interests.’’

Dr. Hough believes that early man there 
had a temperament adapted to inspiring 
friendship and confidence among the ani­

have. 
Fear, he says, is “ merely a protec­ 
tive device.” wiiich does not develop, or 
disappears, where it is not needed. 
This theory seems to uphold the tamers 
and trailléis of horses, dogs and wild ani­ 
mals w h o use kindness instead of punish­ 
ment. There is an obvious bearing, too, 
on the training of children, wiio start life 
more or less as “ little anim als.“
